DECISION-MAKING AND THAT TELTSCHIK, ARMED WITH ABOVE REASONING, 
WOULD BE PRESENTING KOHL WITH EASY SOLUTION TO WHAT HAD BECOME 
VEXING POLITICAL FOOTBALL. ZUBER LIKED KEMPE'S IDEA AND 
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ACCOMPANIED KEMPE TO BONN WHERE KEMPE SOLD IDEA TO TELTSCHIK 
AND REST IS HISTORY.
